U. S. N A V Y IN BAD SHAPE. 


A dm irsl Crownin«di1*ld ’ Point* Ont 
the 
ti rest Need of More Ofllceri—Num­ 


ber o f Deaths. 


W ashington, Nov. 12.—The startling 
statem ent Is m ade In the report of Ad­ 
miral Crowninshield, chief of the nav­ 
igation bureau, th at the present per­ 
sonnel of the navy would form barely 
one-fourth of the total establishm ent 
necessary to figlr a first-class Euro­ 
pean power. 
It barely sufficed for the 
Spanish war, and no longer can be con­ 
sidered, the report says, as an effec­ 
tive nucleus about which a larger es­ 
tablishm ent could be formed in case 
of war. 
Ile says th at the bureau can point to 
m any cases where the service is being 
harmed by lack of officers. The naval 
academy is suffering for want of in­ 
structors, and the high standard of 
training cannot la* m aintained. 
Every 
bureau in the departm ent is short of 
officers. 
Thf» disability of the sea­ 
going corps of officers has greatly in­ 
creased* since the Spanish w ar and 
many of th e best officers are being 
tantras a result of breaking down from 
overwork. 
The adm iral severely criticises the 
ineffective effort of congress at the 
last session to m eet im m ediate needs 
for officers by authorizing the employ­ 
m ent of rn ired officers, and lie de­ 
m ands the immediate repeal of th a t 
act. 
Ile claims th at the retired list. 
Intended as a rew ard for faithful ser­ 
vice. 
otherwise 
becomes a hardship 
and a punishm ent. 
The personnel act 
thus far has resulted in affording Ic«s 
officers than* were on the active list 
before its passage, as. while authoriz­ 
ing an increase, it is recommended for 
the next 10 years th at appointm ents 
to the naval academ y be doubled, the 
president and representatives in con­ 
gress appointing two instead of one 
w herever authorized now. and in ad­ 
dition senators being given the sam e 
privileges of appointment as represent­ 
atives. 
Then, to meet future needs, 
it is recommended th at whenever con­ 
gress authorizes an increase in vessels 
to the navy, it also provide, in the 
same a<v. for an increase of officers 
and men to man the shins. 
There wore 2.452 desertions from the 
navy and 8fi deaths during the p sst 
fiscal year. 
The enlistm ents num ber 
8.123. from a total num ber of annlf- 
eants of 40..S54. 
Over 98 per cent of 
the men in the navy are native bom. 
19 per cent are naturalized, and 0 pm* 
cent have declared intentions. Ninety- 
two per cent of the landsmen now un­ 
der training are native born.

Nov. 12.—The startling 
statement is made in the report of Ad­ 
miral Crowninshield. chief of the nav­ 
igation bureau, that the present per­ 
sonnel of the navy would form barely 
one-fourth of the total establishment 
necessary to figlr a first-class Euro­ 
pean power. 
It barely sufficed for the 
Spanish war. and no longer can I m* con­ 
sidered. the report s a y s, as an effec­ 
tive nucleus about which a larger es­ 
tablishment could be formed in case 
of war. 
He says that the bureau can point to 
many cases where the service is boing 
harmed by hick of officers.

Persons at that time thought be was/I 
crank, and little attention was paid to 
his very sound utterances on the sub­ 
ject. 
But his opinions are now re-ecb- 
oed by most physicians, and the great 
army of abstainers from bread gathers 
recruits every day. The revolt against 
such a well established institution is 
naturally a little bit slow. 
But bread 
Is destined to be ultimately shunned 
even more than It Is today, and this de­ 
struction of a tradition that has lasted 
centuries Is already well under way. 
Most of its force comes from the com­ 
plete satisfaction of the persons who 
do give up bread entirely. They are al­ 
ways the most enthusiastic advocates 
of the new theory on the subject.”— 
New York Sun.

The ma­ 
jority of them do this oil the advice of 
their physicians, who find more ground 
for 
recommending 
abstinence 
from 
bread as they see the results that such 
a course of treatment has on their pa­ 
tients. 
"For nearly all forms of dyspepsia, 
gout, rheumatism and 
kindred ail­ 
ments the patient is first told to shun 
bread unless it he submitted to certain 
preparation and lie taken only in cer­ 
tain forms. The great increase In the 
number of hygienic foods that have 
been put upon the market and the al­ 
most Invariable success of any of these 
manufactures which prove an accepta­ 
ble substitute for bread and other 
starchy foods are other Indications in 
the change of the public feeling toward 
bread as a simple food which callid be 
taken under all circumstances. 
“Home years ago a man wrote a book 
devoted chiefly to exposing to the 
world the harmful qualities of bread. 
Persons at that time thought he was^a 
crank, and little attention was paid to 
his very sound utterance*! on the sub­ 
ject. 
But his opinions are now re-ech­ 
oed by most physicians, and the great 
army of abstainers from bread gathers 
recruits every day. The revolt against 
such a well established institution Is 
naturally a little bit slow. 
But bread 
is destined to be ultimately shunned 
even more than It Is today, and this de­ 
struction of a tradition that has lasted 
centuries Is already well under way. 
Most of Its force comes from the com­ 
plete satisfaction of the persons who 
do give up bread entirely. They are al­ 
ways the most enthusiastic advocates 
of the new theory on the subject."— 
New York Sun.
